Oil  the  subject  i.f  tiicoidcis  in  coun- 
cil the  I'l'esidL'iit  pei'ccivts  wiili  senti- 
ments cf  deep  regret,  that  your  in- 
structioii.s  coiucinplc.tc.  neither  an  cx- 
plnimlioii  of  the  r-ciosu!  ot  your (voveni- 
nici.t  lo  fulSl  the  arrangeiiieiit  of  that 
hfLiich  of  tlic  existing  (Jificienccs,  nor 
the  suhstiUilioii  cf  any  other  plan  of  ud- 
justmeiit,  nor  any  authority  to  conclude 
any  agrccineiit  on  iliat  subject,  but 
merely  to  rcctivc  and  discuss  proposals, 
flint  might  lx;  made  lo  you  on  the  pai'l 
of  the  United  csfales  ; ami  these,  it  ap- 
pears, lllu^t  iiichidc  a stipulation  on 
the  part  of  tlie  Uiiitcd  .States  to  iciiii- 
(jiiisli  ti  ti'iidc  vt i(h  the  eneuiie’s  col- 
onics, even  in  hranclies  not  hither- 
to intcnuptcil  by  Rritish  orders  for 
capture,  and  also  a sanction  to  the  cn- 
lorciug  ol  an  act  01  cofl^res.s  by  llie 
lirilish  navy. 

Were  the  way  properly  opened  for 
formal  projvosilions  front  this  govern- 
ment, a known  dcterminatiim  on  the 
part  of  his  liritunnic  n^jesty  lo  adhere 
to  such  extraordinary  pretensions, 
would  preclude  the  hope  of  success  in 
such  advances,  whether  regard  be  had 
to  the  conditions  themselves,  or  to  the 
disposition  they  indicate,  in  return  for 
the  conciliatory  temper  w hich  has  been 
evinced  by  the  United  States. 

As  to  the  demand  in  relation  to  the 


ciTionial  trade,  it  has  been  the  less  ap- 
pvehcr.dcd,  as  it  is  not  i;i  iise)i  connect- 
ed, nor  has  it  ever  before  beer,  brotiglil 
into  coi.iuction,  either  with  the  case  o' 
iheordci's  in  council,  or  wiili  that  o: 
the  Uhcsape.il. ?.  And  it  tv.,s  reasciiia- 
biy  to  he  presumed,  illhe  idea  of  siitl 
a coiuiilion  had  in  the  fast  insir.nci. 
proceeded  fiom  the  erroneous  helici 
that  it  was  not  objcctioiiahle  to  the  Li.i- 
tecl  States,  that  it  would  not  liavc  beet, 
persisted  in  afier  tliM  ci  ior  h..d  been 
ascert,:iricd  ai,o  acknow  ledged. 

1 he  other  dcni-.inU  could  still  less 
have  heen  ap|jrehcnded.  Hestdes  the 
inevitable  and  inc.alciilablc  abuses  inci- 
dent to  such  a licence  to  foreign  cruis- 
ers, till!  stipulation  would  touch  one  ot 
those  vital  priiiciplcs  of  sovcreigiily. 
which  110  nation  ought  lo  have  been  ex- 
]>ectcd  to  impair.  Tor  where  would  be 
llie  diiTerence  in  pi  inciple  between  au- 
tlioricing  a foreign  government  to  ex- 
ecute, and  authorizing  it  to  m.ika  laws 
for  us  ? Nor  ought  it  to  bo  supposed 
that  the  sanctions  t.nd  inccautioiis  of  a 
law  of  the  United  States,  in  the  cases 
of  the  prohibited  trade  in  tjuestion, 
would  prove  inediciicious  for  its  jiur- 
p?iScs. 

Had  none  of  those  obstacles  present- 
ed themselves  to  the  course  correspon- 
ding with  the  s -nliiiunts  and  disposi- 
tions «.f  the  |. resident.

of  the  two  countries,  and  that  he  would, 
iii'irenv  cr,  be  disposed  to  extend  the 
cxpeiiment  of  a fiiencily  negoli..lioii  to 
every  poiiu  (jf  tllR'ercnce  and  of  mutual 
intciest  between  them.  If,  indeed,  in 
llie  event  of  a suecessfiil  tci  niinaiioti  of 
vvh,.t  rt  l.itcs  to  the  cr.se  ef  the  Cliest- 
peake,  it  l e ibongbt  that  a iviitoval  ol 
the  Lilliciilii."-.,  at  i- iiig  fl  out  the  orders 
i.i  coimril  might  be  faeditated  hy  coiii- 
prcbei.aing  llieni  in  a gei.er.  l iicyoiia- 
liiin,  and  the  opeiation  of  tlic  orders  can 
in  the  i.icai.iiinc  Le  su-pcm'cd,  ttic  dooi 
iniglit  be  coii-idetc-l  as  imniciiiately 
open  lo  that  ce-tiCse  of  proceeding, 
j To  sucli  a suspciisi.’vn  no  rcasorn  blc 
I Objection  cr.n  !;e";nsdr,*i'fT'as  You  Itave 
I staled,  the  orders  in  council  asnowim.d 
ified,  leave  tlie  trade  01  the  United 
Slates  ne.u  ly  as  great  as  it  would  be 
witliout  the  existence  of  sucli  orders,  so 
long  as  1‘ ranee  and  the  other  powers 
jhall  tonlintie  their  decrees,  aiid  inas- 
much as  a discontinuance  of  their  de- 
crees by  lliose  powers  Confessedly  ic 
'juiics  an  immedi.  -•  and  enlirc  revo- 
cation of  the  orders  in  council. 

That  a suspension  of  the  orders  with 
a view  to  their  being  brniighl into  a gen 
cial  negocialion,  is  mote  rea'onabic 
than  a tcmpoiaiy  stibmissiun  to  tlieir 
aiuhoiity  by  the  Uiiiled  States  with 
tlial  view,  is  obvious  from  the  rellcc- 
tlon  that  sucli  a submission  would  ne- 
cessarily involve  a rcliiuiiiishmcnt  of 
tlic  principle  which  llicy  have  stedfast- 
ly  asseiTeu  ; whereas  a discontinuance 
of  the  orders  in  council,  in  the  |)rcscnt 
aclu  d stale  of  things,  w ould  not  he  in 
comp  itiable  w iili  tlie  jirinciple  on  w hich 
they  were  originally  fonmUd. 

This  piinciple  was,  rs  vou  web  know 
the  ncccssi'.y  of  retaliating  ihivngl 
neutrals  iiiiui its  rtceiv,  d ihro’ a , viola- 
tion of  llicir  li;,  hts  hv  another  bcfliger 
ent.  In  the  actual  sute  ot  (hiiigs,  ai.d 
uricc"  iheactii.il  incdiiiiaiii  n cf  the  or 
rlcrs  ill  count  il  pioduced  by  ii,  i'.  is  ad 
niiucd  hy  you,  that  the  ordeis  liave  no 
pr..clical  cli'ect  in  tbridging  the  com- 
merce of  neutrals,  atul  can  of  com  se- 
ll ive  no  iTlaliating  t IIlcI  on  the  other 
bcliigertnts. 

.\lthoiigh  it  ci.iiiiot  be  allowed  to  be 
true  that  the  orders  in  conr.cii  arc Tio 
longer  iiijui ious  lo  the  cominorce  ol 
the  Uriited  States,  it  is  ccri.»inly  true 
that  they  produce  no  degiee  of  injuiy 
to  the  enemies  of  Urcat  Piiilain  that 
can  lountenaiicc  the  rctuliaiii.g  p.ea  a!- 
ledged  in  support  uf  them. 

\\  liat,  perniit  i.ic  to  ask,  is  the  de- 
gree of  injury  actually  accruing  to  the 
eiiciiiics  of  Great  hrilaiii  Ironi  her  re- 
taliaiing  orders  ? Actoiding  to  thoit 
urdcis,iis  now  modified, Sc  more  especi- 
ally taking  into  view  alnog  with  them, 
the  prohibitory  law  of  this  coumiv  in 
relation  lo  h ranee,  the  cssenti.  1 niirer- 
ence  between  their  repeal  and  their  ex- 
ister.ee  consists  in  i.'iis  : that  in  the  case 
of  their  lepcal  as  ]>!edgctl  hy  the  ar- 
rangement of  -April,  the  trade  of  tlie 
United  Slates  might  be  Carried  on  di- 
rectly with  tlic  ports  ofllolland  ; whilst 
(hiring  their  existence,  as  at  present, 
it  is  lo  be  carried  on  through  the  con- 
tiguous and  neighboiing  ports.  To 
your  own  calcuiatiotis,  sir,  1 subniit, 
whether  the  inconsiderable  clVecl  of 
this  ( ircuiton  the  prices  in  Holland  and 
in  the  countries  supplied  tlirougli  Iter, 
can  any  longer  sustain  he  plea  of  71. 
flieling  distress  011  an  enemy,  or  palli. 
ate  the  iujuiies  done  to  a ft  lend  by  a 
procceuiug  so  contiary  to  his  senti- 


ments of  justice,  and  which  subject  his 
ogtiLr  commerce  not  only  to  incon- 
venient ciiai.iieis,  but  to  till  the  abuses 
vvhicli  may  result  from  the  suspicii.ns, 

I cal  or  as  pretcndcil,  (d'  intcicsted 
ci  nisei  s.  You  cannot  but  be  sensible, 
hat  a pcrsever..ncc  uiK  er  such  ciicun.. 
tances  in  a system,  w hich  cannot  longer 
be  cxi'laincd  I y its  own  avowed  object, 
v.ciiUl  force  an  ex])lai.a.ion  by  some  ob- 
ject iiot  avowed.  W hat  object  might 
he  c.onsidci  ed  as  best  exph.ining  it,  is 
aiiin(|iiiiy  iiito  which  1 tin  not  peniiit 
myselfto  enter,  fuiTlicr  than  to  remark, 
that  ill  relation  to  the  Uiiiled  Stales  it 
must  be  an  illegi.imate  object. 

It  remains  to  make  a few  obscrv: - 
tions  whidi  arc  due  lo  the  just  intei- 
esls  of  llie  United  Stales,  aiid  wliiih 
are  invited  by  yours  relating  lo  the  or- 
der in  council  of  May  hat. 

Toil  seem  locomidtr  that  mcasuie 
as  com|)risiiig  the  utmost  precaution 
lliat  was  lulhonotver  offiis  IJi itaimii: 
niajes'y  to  take  f r preveming  los;  cs, 
from  his  (.isavowal  of  the  engagement 
of  your  predecessor,  to  the  cilizcns  ot 
the  United  Istates  wlio  liad  resumed 
their  conimerci,.!  pursuits  on  ilie  f.dih 
of  that  act. 

Wulioiil  entering  into  a ftill  view  of 
the  inadequacy  of  I •*•  order  iu  that  rer- 
pect,  I take  the  libciiy  of  pointing  out 
the  follow  ing  instances  in  which  it  falls 
essciuially  slioitof  its  declared  inlcn- 
lioii  ; 

1.  The  order  doe-i  not  provide  for 
the  imiiortaiit  case  of  vessels  returning 
with  cargoes  from  the  ports  of  Hol- 
land. 

2.  The  exemption  from  inten  iiiiiioa 
cf  ve.sscls  bound  fioni  the  United  Slates 
to  lloiiat.d  was  restricted  by  that  ori!er 
to  such  as  should  have  dep.irted  piior 
to  the  2CUh  of  July,  at  whiih  dale  it  is 
not  cci  i.  iii  ih.it  t':c  oriier,  wLicii  was 
not  olF.cialiy  eo’iiniunicaled  until  tho 
31st  of  that  month,  h.id  even  reached 
. I'v  one  point  i4  the  Uidted  States:  so 
that  so. 1,0  vtascls  may  have  sailed  bt- 
ivvcen  I i.e  iiiniked  date  and  llie  artivai 
of  il.e  order  in  the  United  States,  and 
in.my  fi on: distant  ports  mnsl  h^ve  tione 
so  after  its  aipivai,  but  before  a knowl- 
edge ofit  had  become  general  ; all  pro- 
ccetling  on  iIk-  faith  of  the  arrangement, 

V 1 1 ail  left  bj  the  older  exposed  tocap- 
turc  and  coDdemnalio;i. 

3d..  The  order  docs  not  provide  for 
the  iinpoi  t.vl.t  case  of  vessels,  which 
had  sailed  oil  the  like  f.  ith  for  Duicli 
ports  other  than  those  ol  Ilollaiid. 

4.  It  doe  1 not  iiichidc  in  its  provisi- 
ons the  extensive  lists  cf  vessels  going 
iiidii eelly  ironi  the  United  titates,  but 
directly  from  foreign  ports  to  those  01 
Holland  ; nor  vessels  trading  entirely 
from  foreign  poi  '.^to  Holland  ; and  in 
both  lliese  instances  proceeding  cn  the 
faith  of  the  an  uiigemcnt  prtdessed  to 
ho  lespected  w ilhi'.i  the  defined  period. 

It  is  true  iu  these  last  instances  the 
vessels  were  rot  to  be  captured  with- 
out an  attempt,  after  (jontrary  warning 
to  proceed  to  those  ports.  Rut  I need 
not  remind  V oil  that  the  injuriefe  inci- 
dent to  the  delay  and  to  tlic  breakirg 
up  of  .such  voyages,  cannot  but  have 
been  C'  nsiderahle,  and  vvill  liave  result- 
ed as  niaiiifcsriy  from  the  (.isappoinied 
taith  in  the  at  rangemciil,  as  in  the  cases 
si.eci.  lly  p’.ovidcd  for,  and  coiisequcnt- 
■y  wiih  ail  other  bjssrs  fairly  resulting 
l:oin  liie  s.iiiic  ^c.;ij^ijc  confidence  in 
that  act,  ihev  will  fall  within  the  just 
ii.dcmr.ificaticii  for  which  the  piinciple 
assumed  in  'me  order,  is  a loiiual 
pledge. 

1 conclude  sir,  viih  pressing  upon 
your  cam. id  alieiiiion,  that  the  least 
V' liich  the  president  eoiihl  hove  looked 
for  in  consctiuciice  of  the  tiisavovv..!  of 
a transaction  such  as  was  conclu<'cd  by 
your  predecessor,  and  carried  faithfully 
iiiloert'ect  hy  ihis  govci  nment,  was  uii; 
explaiialioii  from  yuiirs  oftl.e  disavow- 
al, not  till, nigh  tlie  minster  disavowed, 
hut  thro’  his  siicct  ssor  ; an  ex)  lai  atioii 
roiindcd  on  leasons  strong  and  solid  in 
themselves,  and  pi esented,  neither  ver- 
bally, nor  vaguely,  but  iu  a form  com- 
polling  with  the  occasion,  and  with  tho 
icspcct  due  to  the  chai-acter  and  lo  the 
gm.d  lailh  of  the  disr.ppotiited  party  ; 
that  il  has  heen  finind  wiih  iiiuch  coii- 
ceiii  and  with  not  less  surprise,  that 
vou  aio  charged  with  no  such  explana- 
tions ; that  you  have  f.|)pareully  wished 
lo  bring  the  subjects,  w hich  have  been 
foriiially  .and  definitively  arrangeil,  in- 
to frcsli  r.cgoliaticn,  as  if  no  sued  ai- 
rangcmeKt  bad  taken  place;  tln.t  one 
of  the  cases  thus  slighted,  viz:  that  of 
llie  ft  igatc  Chesapeake,  is  a case  for 
which  reparation,  not  denied  to  be  dm., 
bad  been  previously  so  long  witlilieid. 
or  rather  iu  vvbich  the  aggiession  itself 
lias  been  spun  out,  to  the  present  mo- 
iiieiit,  0/  tlie  continued  detention  of 
the  mariners,  whose  seizure,  making  u 
•>Ai  t of  the  original  Itosiility  coinn.it- 
led  against  the  American  frigate,  imrst 
be  ri  gaidcd  in  a light  analogous  to  a 
coiitinritd  deu  nlioir  of  the  ship  itself; 
that  in  the  other  case,  viz  : that  of  th* 
ordeis  in  council,  ycu  aie  rot  authvp 
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izet’  to  tcnilei' explanation j for  the  disa- 
vowal, oi' to  propose  any  new  ananjje- 
r.icnt,  nor  to  coiirtude  any  agree inelit. 
but  solely  to  reri  ive  ar.d  discuss  propo- 
silijiis  v.iiidi  ’.night  be  made  to  you, 
not  ennccoling,  at  the  same  time,  that, 
to  be  alist'actoi  y,  they  must  include  two 
conditions,  both  imidniissible  ; one  alto- 
gather  irrelevant  to  the  subject,  and 
the  other  requiring  nothing  less  than  a 
sunciidcr  cl  an  inalienable  function  of 
the  r..uional  sovereignty. 

Notwithstanding  these  repulsive  con- 
siderations, such  is  the  tlipsosition  of 
the  Presi’ler,’  to  facilitate  a final  and 
comprehensir  e yccominodalion  betu ecu 
the  two  natieos,  that  he  is  ready,  as  I 
have  alrcatly  had  the  honor  of  signify- 
ing to  yon,  to  favor  any  mode  of  hring- 
ing  about  so  ha]>py  an  event  th.,t  ir'uy 
be  found  consistent  with  the  honor  and 
the  essential  interest  of  the  United 
States.

These  instructions,  I now  understand 
by  your  letter,  as  well  as  from  the  ob- 
vious deduction  wiiich  1 took  the  liberty 
of  making  in  mine  of  ihellth  instant, 
were  at  the  time,  in  substance,  made 
known  to  you  ; no  stronger  illustration 
ihereloro  can  be  given  of  the  diviation 
lionilbcm  which  occurcd.than  by  a lel- 
lercncc  to  the  terms  of  your  aa-rec- 
mciit. 

Nothing  can  lie  more  notorious  than 
the  iiequeiity  with  which,  in  tbe  course 
ol  a c«,i, plicated  negociation,  niinistcri; 
are  furnished  with  a gradation  of  con- 
uitions,  on  which  they  may  be  succes- 
sively aulliofiscd  to  conclude.  So  coni- 
nioii.is  the  case  w hich  you  pul  hypothet- 
ically, mat  in  acceding  to  the  justice  of 
your  statement,  I feel  myseJf  impelled 
to  make  only  one  observation  upon  i', 
whicl)  is,  that  il  does  not  strike  me  as 
btaiing-  upon  the  considcralion  of  tlie 
unauthorized  agreement  conchiflcd  here 
inasmuch  as  in  jioint  of  fact  .Mr.  Trs- 
kinc  had  no  such  graduated  instruction. 
You  are  already  acquainted  with  that 
which  was  given,  ami  1 have  had  the 
honor  of  informing  you  that  it  was  the 
only  one  by  vvliicli  tbe  conditions  on 
wl  ich  be  vv.,s  to  conclude  were  in  e.sci: 
beU.  -So  far  irom  the  terms,  v.  liich  he 
was  actually  iiiduceu  to  accejH,  having 
been  contemplated  in  that  instruction 
he  himscit  stales  th.it  they  were  sub- 
stituted by  you  in  lieu  of  those  origiii- 
aliy  proposed. 

it  may  pci  haps  be  satisfaclon-  that  I 
should  Say  here  that  I most  willingly 
subscribe,  on  this  occasion,  lo  the  liigli- 
ly  respectable  auHiority  which  vou  have 
quoted,  and  1 join  issue  with  you  upon 
the  essentials  which  that  aiillioriiv  re- 
quires to  constitute  a right  to  disavow 
the  act  of  a public  minister. 

It  is  not  imnietcrial  to  observe  on  the 
qiialiilcation  ci^ntaincd  in  the  passage 
you  have  quoted,  as  it  imjdias  the  t.isc 
ol  a nimibler  concluding  in  vintie  of  a 
full  p'.wcr.  'I'o  this  it  vvculd  sullicc  to 
answer,  th  it  Mr.  Erskimyhad  no  full 
pjw.  r ; ar.d  this  act  consequently  does 
not  come  within  the  range  of  y.uir  qiic- 
ta'.ien  ; aithoii;;!i  it  cannot  be  iorgoUen 
tnr.l  the  U i. ited  States  hav,;,  at  no  very 
I'iit.nit  iKiied,  moil  freeb-  e;;,.; .tiuii 


tl,e  riglit  of  with^ioldingihe  ratification 
from  even  the  authorized  act  of  their 
own  diploniaiic  agents,  done  under  the 
avowed  sanction  of  a full  power. 

I conceive  that  what  has  been  already 
said  establishes  beyond  the  reach  ol 
doubt  or  coulroversy  that  hiS  majesty’s 
ministerdid  violate  his  instructions,  and 
the  consequent  right  in  his  tnajesty  to 
disavow  an  act  so  concluded.  '1  hut  his 
majesty  had  st  ong  and  solid  reasons  for 
so  doing,  w ill  appear  not  only  troni  his 
instnicliotjp  having  been  violated,  but 
from  th«i^ircunistaiKc  that  the  violation 
of  tlie^n  involved  the  sacrifice  of  a 
grca'l  system  of  policy  deliberately  [a- 
dopted  and  acted  upon  in  just  and  iie- 
eqesary  reluliatibn  of  the  uii])receden- 
ted  modes  of  hostility  resorted  to  by 
his  enemy. 

There'  appears  to  have  prevailed 
throughout  the  whole  of  tfuT transac- 
tion a fundamental  niisiake,  which 
would  suggest  that  his  majesty  had  pro- 
posed to  propiliale  the  government  of 
the  United  States  in  oreler  to  induce  il 
to  consent  lo  the  renewal  ol  the  com- 
nierrial  intercomsc  between  the  two 
eouiilries  ; as  if  such  hud  been  the  re- 
laticns  between  Great  Uriluin  and  A- 
nicrica,  that  the 'advantages  of  that  in- 
icrcoiirse  were  wholly  on  the  side  of 
the  lormer  ; and  as  if.  in  any  af^ngc- 
inent,  whether  commercial  or  polui-  .il, 
his  inajesiv  i onld  condescend  to  barter 
objects  of  n.itional  policy  and  dignity 
for  permission  to  trade  wuh  another

of  complaint,  that  it  (io<  s not  sirpcr.  dd 
to  that  pel  mission  the  liberty  to  ra-ex- 
pona  cargo  of  Ihe  enemy’s  goods  or 
produce. 

1 beg  leave  briefly  to  rcc.ipiuibtc  tlie 
substance  of  v.  hat  I’liavc  bad  the  honor 
to  convey  to  you  as  well  in  a verbal,  as 
in  Wl  itlcn  coiiuminicalions. 

I Iiavc  intormed  yv.u  of  the  reasons 
ofhis  majesty’s  disavowal  of  the  agree- 
ment so  often  mentioned  : I have  siievv  n 
them,  in  obedttnee  to  the  authority 
which  you  have  quoted,  to  be  botji 
strong  and  such  as  to  oiitvvcigii,  in  the 
judgment  ol  his  majesty’s  govemnient,

have  contemplated.  I have  shewn  tiiat 
that  agreement  was  not  concluded  in  vir- 
tue of  a lull  iiower,  ai  <1  that  the  in- 
structions given  on  the  occasion,  were 
violated. 

Beyond  this  po’uit  of  explanation, 
which  was  supposed  to  have  attained, 
but  which  is  now  given,  by  tbe  present 
letter,  in  the  form  uiiderslood  to  be 
most  agreeable  to  the  .American  gov- 
ernment, my  instructions  are  prospec- 
tive ; they  look  to  subslilutiiig  fw  no- 
tions of  gootl  mulerstamling,  eiToneous- 
ly"  cntc^iMncil,  praciiual  stipulations 
on  which  a real  reconciliation  of  all  dif- 
ferences rftay  be  suhstantially  founded: 
and  they  authorize  me  not  to  renew 
proposals  which  have  already  been  de 
dared  here  to  be  unacceptable,  but  to 
receive  and  discuss  any  proposal  made 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
• s>en:uatly  to  conclude  a convention  be- 
tween the  two  countries.  It  is  not,  of 
course,  intended  to  call  upon  me  to 
state  as  a lueliminary  lo  negotiation, 
what  is  the  whole  extent  of  those  in- 
sti’ticlions ; they  must,  as  1 have  before 
said,  remain  sitbjtKt^lo  my  own  discre- 
tion, unlit  I am  etl^*iWo  apply  them  to 
the  overtures,  w liidh  I may  liav  e the 
honor  of  receiving  front  you.
